General  Powell  visits  Loyola  to  speak  about 
global  awareness,  diversity,  and  leadership

V/ii  October  22,  General  Colin  Powell  visited 
our  campus  to  give  a speech  at  Loyola’s  second 
Hanway  Lecture  in  Global  Studies.  He  was 
extremely  suitable  for  this  position  as  he  depicted 
many  of  his  experiences,  such  as  rising  to  the  rank 
of  Four-Star  General  and  being  the  first  African 
American  to  serve  as  Secretary  of  State.  He  has 
made  a strong  impact  across  the  world  and  truly 
demonstrates  an  understanding  for  various 
challenges  and  opportunities  facing  our  nation 
today.  He  spoke  about  the  importance  of 
democracy,  the  power  behind  economic 
development...  and  how  he  misses  having  his  own 
airplane. 

Powell  encouraged  his  audience  to  develop  a new 
worldview.  He  hopes  that  the  U.S.  continues  to  be  a 
melting  pot,  attracting  individuals  from  all  over  the 
world.  With  this  hope,  he  also  issued  the  warning 
that  we  cannot  become,  as  a nation,  too  security 
conscious  as  we  open  our  doors  to  diversity. 
Professing  that  diversity  is  our  nation’s  greatest 
strength,  Powell  stated,  “We  are  a nation  of 
nations.” 

In  terms  of  the  recent  government  shutdown, 
Powell  emphasized  the  importance  of  compromise 
and  getting  things  done  within  a specific  time 
frame.  He  urged  us  to  respect  people  who  disagree 
with  us  and  to  judge  politicians  based  on 
performance.  In  addition,  he  aims  to  help  educate 
the  next  generation  of  Americans  and  believes  that 
all  kids  should  receive  a quality  education.

spotlight  on... 

PROFESSOR  RUNNELS 

Professor  Michael  Runnels  discusses  both  his  transition  into  a 
teaching  career  at  Loyola  and  his  affinity  for  the  classroom

JL  rotessor  Michael  Runnels  works  in  the  Law  & 

Social  Responsibility  Department  of  the  Sellinger 
School  as  both  Interim  Chair  and  Associate 
Professor.  He  is  originally  from  Augusta,  Georgia 
and  graduated  from  the  University  of  Georgia  in 
2001  as  a political  science  major.  After,  Professor 
Runnels  went  on  to  receive  hisJ.D.  from  Fordham 
University  School  of  Law. 

Teaching  at  Loyola  since  2007,  Professor  Runnels 
leads  courses  in  law,  ethics,  and  corporate  social 
responsibility  for  both  undergraduate  and 
graduate  business  students.  I was  extremely 
interested  to  hear  about  a course  that  he  designed 
here  at  Loyola  called  “New  Governance.  ” This  novel 
class  investigates  the  connection  betw'een  profits 
and  morality.  The  central  theme  focuses  on  giving 
corporations  the  incentive  “to  innovate  in  a market 
for  morality.”  In  addition,  Professor  Runnels  takes 
students  participating  in  this  course  on  a trip  to 
China  to  explore  various  topics,  such  as  dealing 
with  cultural  differences  and  operating  as  Western 
businesspeople  in  a dynamic  and  developing 
economy.  When  I met  with  Professor  Runnels,  he 
also  discussed  the  incline  of  non-democratic  states 
and  how  other  countries  around  the  world  and  their 
unique  economies  seem  to  be  interestingly 
challenging  our  traditional  American  ways  of  doing 
things. 

In  addition  to  his  teaching  role  at  Loyola,  Professor 
Runnels  also  filled  me  in  on  some  of  his  outside 
interests.  For  instance,  he  has  written  several 
articles  that  advocate  social  change  via  the  legal 
environment.  He  also  enjoys  spending  time  with  his 
wife,  running,  acting,  playing  guitar...  and  is 
especially  known  for  “bringing  the  sound  and  the 
fury”  (as  he  would  say)  to  the  racquetball  court. 


on  finding  inspiration 


After  he  graduated  from  the  University  of  Georgia, 
Professor  Runnels  worked  as  a paralegal  at  a law 
firm.  As  he  represented  various  corporate  clients 
and  hoped  to  ensure  that  the  pursuit  of  a legal 
career  was  what  he  really  wanted  to  do,  he  did 
admit  to  feeling  morally  compromised  at  times.  He 
believes  that  this  is  a position  that  almost  everyone 
will  be  in,  at  one  point  or  another.  As  a result,  he 
admirably  proceeded  to  take  both  a new  job  and  a 
pay  cut.  A similar  situation  occurred  later  on  as 
Professor  Runnels  opted  to  accept  a teaching 
position  at  Loyola.  Overall,  he  decided  that  he 
would  have  more  of  an  impact  in  the  classroom, 
dealing  with  issues  on  the  front  end.  He  aims  to 
teach  students  about  law,  ethics,  and  responsibility 
before  they  find  themselves  in  positions  of 
authority. 


on  bestowing  inspiration 


Professor  Runnels  shared  a story  with  me  about  an 
intelligent  student  he  once  had.  This  individual 
decided  to  major  in  finance,  yet  was  not  entirely 
sure  if  it  was  the  direction  he  wanted  to  go  in.  The 
student  felt  immense  pressure  to  enter  the 
workforce  immediately  upon  graduating,  which 
would  prohibit  him  from  exploring  travel 
opportunities.  Ultimately,  the  student  made  the 
choice  to  venture  abroad,  which  later  contributed 
to  his  ability  to  become  more  well-rounded  and, 
thus,  more  well-liked  by  prospective  emplbyers. 
Overall,  Professor  Runnels  (professing  that 
“dimples  mean  something”)  encourages  his 
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choose  a career  that  makes  you  feel  satisfied  and 
excited.  He  strongly  believes  in  the  education  of  the 
whole  person.  His  door  is  always  open,  welcoming 
all  sorts  of  discussions  with  students.  Finally, 
Professor  Runnels  has  reminded  me  that  we  should 
all  learn  to  embrace  our  ignorance,  our  confidence, 
and  the  riveting  journey  of  acquiring  new 
knowledge  as  much  as  we  possibly  can. 
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xXs  a four-year  veteran  of  the  Fall  Concert,  it  is 
strange  to  think  that  Andy  Crammer  was  my  last 
one.  1 found  him  really  fun  to  watch  as  he  played 
favorites  like  “Fine  By  Me,”  “Crazy  Beautiful,”  and 
of  course,  “Keep  Your  Head  Up,”  along  with  covers 
such  as  “Thrift  Shop”  and  “Feel  So  Close  to  You.” 
Though  the  crowd  was  nowhere  near  as  big  as  the 
school's  population,  he  still  played  like  it  was  a full 
house. 

1 enjoyed  the  show  more  than  I had  the  previous 
years  because  I found  him  to  be  a genuinely  nice 
person.  As  a member  of  the  newspaper  staff,  1 have 
been  able  to  interview  much  of  the  talent  over  the 
years  and  when  1 asked  him  about  playing  “Keep 
Your  Head  Up,”  1 was  happy  to  hear  that  he  has  not 
grown  tired  of  the  song.  He  told  me,  “I  never  get 
sick  of  playing  it.  It’s  different  with  each 
crowd.  It’s  one  of  the  ones  that  makes  everybody 
freak  out.  Maybe  it  will  [make  me  tired].  Maybe  ten 
years  down  the  line  I'll  be  like,  ‘Fm  not  playing  it 
anymore,’  but  now  Fm  still  like  ‘Yeah  it’s  good.’  You 
have  turbos  in  your  set,  songs  that  people  know.  I 
just  see  it  like  that,  like  that’s  one  that  is  going  to  get 
everybody  going.”  I was  glad  to  be  at  a show  where 
the  performer  seemed  so  sincerely  excited  to  be 
performing  and  I was  just  as  happy  to  hear  him.

xAiidrea  “Andy”  Goicochea  works  for  Loyola’s 
Center  for  Community  Service  and  justice  (CCSJ)  as 
the  Assistant  Director  for  International 
Immersions.  She  grew  up  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Hampden  in  Baltimore  City  and  attended  Morgan 
State  University  where  she  received  her  Ph.D.  in 
social  work.  After  graduation,  Andy  joined  the 
Peace  Corps  and  did  service  in  the  Dominican 
RepublicrightontheborderofHaiti.Shewasdeeply 
affected  by  working  with  people  experiencing 
material  poverty  and  those  who  had  limited  access 
to  their  basic  needs,  but  was  inspired  by  their 
resilience.  This  experience  was  the  beginning  of  her 
journey. 

Andy  came  to  Loyola  1 3 years  ago  after  she  returned 
home  to  Baltimore  after  six  years  of  service  in 
Caracas,  Venezuela  alongside  her  husband  and 
children.  During  her  first  three  years  at  Loyola  she 
worked  as  the  Assistant  Director  for  Poverty 
Concerns  and  Faith  Connections.  She  then 
transitioned  into  her  current  position,  in  which  she 
organizes  CCSJ’s  international  immersion  trips: 
Project  Mexico  and  Encounter  El  Salvador.  Both 
programs  aim  to  involve  students  in  immigration 
issues  and  to  immerse  them  in  regions  struggling 
with  marginalized  people  and  injustice.  Andy  helps 
select  and  prepare  the  students  who  will  take  on 
these  adventures,  and  makes  sure  they  are 
processing  it  along  the  way  and  after  the  fact. 


on  finding  inspiration 

Andy  explained  that  when  she  accepted  the  job  at 
Loyola  she  wasn’t  quite  sure  how  long  she’d  stay. 
She  was  a bit  nervous  about  the  stereotypes  that 
accompanied  Loyola  students,  but  her 
apprehensions  were  quickly  eased  as  the  students 
she  encountered  showed  their  dedication  and 
passion.  Andy  cited  watching  the  students  she 
works  with  transform  as  they  serve  their 
community  as  a major  inspiration.  She  explained: 
“If  we  can  help  students  discover  their  own 
passions,  [then]  that  gives  me  the  greatest 
satisfaction.”  She  also  finds  inspiration  from  her 
coworkers  at  CCSJ  and  from  her  family  members. 
Andy  explained  that  she  continues  to  feel 
particularly  inspired  day-to-day  by  the  women  she 
worked  with  when  serving  in  Caracas,  Venezuela; 
the  courage  and  resilience  of  these  women  is  her 
constant  inspiration. 

on  bestowing  inspiration 

'When  asked  how  she  went  about  inspiring  others, 
Andy  was  quick  to  respond,  “Humor,  frank  honesty, 
and  past  experiences.”  She  strongly  believes  that 
sharing  lessons  she  has  learned  during  her  own  life 
journey  is  the  best  way  to  teach  others.  Andy 
explained  that  while  she  may  joke  around  and  tease 
a lot,  deep  down  injustices  make  her  an  angry 
woman,  but  she  knows  she  has  to  channel  these 
feelings  and  be  productive.  Through  individual 
conversations  with  students,  she  challenges  them 
to  look  at  the  bigger  picture  for  a better  and  more 
just  world  - and  to  experience  life  to  its  fullest. 

After  the  2013-2014  school  year  Andy  will  be 
retiring  from  over  a decade  of  educating  students 
through  service  at  Loyola.  Those  of  us  who  have  had 
the  pleasure  to  work  and  serve  with  her  will  be 
forever  inspired  by  the  advice  and  wisdom  she  has 
imparted  on  us.

JL  roject  Mexico  is  an  enriching  lO-day  immersion 
program  offered  through  Loyola’s  Center  for 
Community  Service  and  Social  Justice,  which 
focuses  on  human  rights  issues,  immigration 
reform,  and  the  border  culture  between  the  United 
States  and  Mexico.  Throughout  the  fall,  the  team  of 
20  Loyola  students  and  three  faculty  moderators 
met  weekly  for  preparation  and  education  on  the 
communities  we  were  going  to  serve  in  San  Diego, 
California  and  Mexicali,  Mexico.  While  in  San  Diego 
and  Mexicali,  the  Project  Mexico  team  engaged  in  a 
cultural  and  educational  exchange  with  the  local 
communities  by  participating  in  service  projects 
that  ranged  from  mural  restoration  in  San  Diego  to 
paving  a playground  at  an  elementary  school  in 
Mexicali. 

However,  the  duty  of  Project  Mexico  did  not  end 
with  the  culmination  of  the  10  days  of  service 
during  winter  break.  It  is  the  responsibility  of 
each  team  member  to  take  what  we 
learned  and  experienced  while  in  San 
Diego  and  Mexicali  to  bring  awareness  to 
our  local  communities.

On  January  16,  Marc  Morial  led  a powerful 
discussion  during  the  21st  annual  Martin  Luther 
King,  Jr.  Convocation.  Morial  is  a lawyer, 
entrepreneur,  and  politician.  In  fact,  he  was  the 
youngest  lawyer  to  argue  a case  before  the 
Louisiana  State  Supreme  Court.  Morial  was  a 
phenomenal  speaker  w'ho  eloquently  captivated 
the  audience  s attention  w Idle  educating  them  on 
matters  that  are  prevalent  in  today’s  society. 

He  began  the  lecture  with  the  notion  that  we  must 
accept  and  embrace  the  hardships  our  nation  has 
overcome  in  order  to  truly  appreciate  w'here 
.\merica  is  today.  This  is  crucial;  Morial  said,  “So  50 
years  later  we  can  not  sit,  talk,  listen,  evaluate,  plan 
for  the  American  future  without  a clear 
understanding  of  what  our  country  has  gone 
through  and  how  it  has  changed,”  said  Morial.  The 
majority  of  the  lecture  was  spent  on  the 


idea  that  we,  as  a nation,  must  plan  for 
the  future  and  accept  the  realities  of  our 
current  state  economically,  socially,  and 
politically.  He  expressed  that  closing  the 
economic  divide  is  vital  in  moving  forward  as 
a nation  and  ensuring  prosperity  for  future 
generations. 

Morial  closed  the  lecture  by  imploring  the  audience 
to  take  action  stating,  “In  the  words  of  Dr.  King,  ‘We 
must  not  be  thermometers  but  thermostats.’”  This 
meant  that  we  must  not  take  the  temperature  in  the 
room,  but  set  the  temperature.  It  is  necessary  for 
us  to  take  charge  and  work  together  to  accept  our 
current  economic  condition  and  formulate  w ays  to 
improve  it.  As  MLK  Jr.  did  50  years  ago,  we  must 
gather  the  courage  to  make  a difference  and 
improve  America  for  ourselves  and  for  others.

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Lypring  Break  Outreach  is  a weeklong  service- 
immersion  program  sponsored  through  CCSJ  that 
occurs  during  the  week  of  spring  break.  The 
program  has  eight  sites  at  different  locations 
throughout  the  country,  which  focus  on  different 
social  justice  issues.

This  experience  was 
so  wonderftd  for  me  because  it  challenged  me  in  so 
many  ways. 

My  encounter  forced  me  to  challenge  my 
stereotypes  about  poverty  and  hunger.  This 
experience  also  affirmed  for  me  that 
service  is  not  just  something  you  do,  but 
rather  it  is  a crucial  aspect  of  life  that 
must  be  exercised  frequently.  This 
experience  reaffirmed  me  that  sendee  is  difficult, 
yet  enriching.  It  allows  you  to  connect  with  people 
on  a deeper,  special  level  and  really  allows  you  to 
learn  about  yourself.  I am  eternally  grateful  for 
having  had  the  opportunity  to  do  SBO  and  would 
encourage  all  to  stretch  themselves  and  sen^e  a new 
community.

D r.  Jinghua  Wangling  is  a Chinese  professor  at 
Loyola.  W hile  she  teaches  a variety  of  courses  in 
Chinese,  like  Chinese  101-103,  she  also  teaches 
classes  in  English,  such  as  Introduction  to 
Traditional  Chinese  Culture,  and  Modern  Film  and 
Classical  Chinese  Tales.  She  is  also  part  of  the  Asian 
Studies  Minor  Committee  and  the  Film  Studies 
Minor  Committee.  In  addition  to  her  various  roles 
on  campus.  Dr.  Wangling  is  a faculty  moderator  of 
the  Chinese  Club. 

Dr.  Wangling  earned  her  bachelor’s  degree  in 
Chinese  literature  at  Fudan  University  in  China  and 
went  on  to  get  her  doctorate  in  pre-modern  Chinese 
literature  at  Harvard  University.  One  year  after 
receiving  her  doctorate  she  began  her  journey 
teaching  at  Loyola.

on  finding  inspiration 

Dr.  Wangling  shared  with  me  that  her  inspiration 
comes  from  her  mentors  and  her  students.  She  said 
that  her  colleagues  and  the  mentor  system  for 
teachers  instituted  at  Loyola,  in  which  a new 
teacher  is  assigned  a more  experienced  teacher  as 
a mentor,  have  really  helped  her  improve  her 
teaching.  Her  students  also  really  inspire  her  as  she 
finds  that  not  only  do  they  learn  from  her  as  a 
teacher,  but  that  she  learns  from  them.  Especially 
in  the  Chinese  Literature  courses,  she  says  she 
found  that,  “It’s  not  only  that  I taught  them,  they 
sometimes  inspired  me  in  my  research.”  She  found 
new  ideas  that  developed  during  classes  between 
her  students  and  herself  that  she  found  helpful  and 
inspiring  in  her  research. 

on  bestowing  inspiration 

Dr.  Wangling  informed  me  that  She  felt  extremely 
rewarded  by  the  end  of  each  semester.  Speaking  to 
her  previous  Chinese  students  and  seeing  her 
students’  progress  makes  her  feel  fulfilled.  In  her 
Pre-modern  Chinese  Literature  course,  her  class 
found  that  Chinese  culture  shares  a lot  of  things 
with  other  religious  views.  A major  connection  they 
discovered  was  Loyola’s  mission  of  developing  the 
whole  person  in  accordance  with  traditional 
Chinese  philosophy  - to  educate  the  whole  person,, 
and  be  a healthy,  well-rounded  human  being  in 
mind,  body,  and  spirit.  As  one  of  Dr.  Wangling’s 
students,  her  passion  for  the  language  and 
willingness  to  help  students  inspires  me  to  hve 
Loyola’s  mission  and  not  only  do  well  with  school, 
but  with  my  other  personal  endeavors.

XJach  spring  the  Humanities  Symposium  offers 
students  and  faculty  from  across  various  disciplines 
in  the  humanities  to  embody  the  Jesuit  ideal  of 
“educating  the  whole  person”  by  coming  together 
and  discussing  a common  text.  This  year’s  text  was 
Henry  David  Thoreau's  Walden,  in  which  he 
reflects  on  his  simple  life  living  in  the  woods. 

From  Wednesday,  March  1 2 to  Thursday,  March  1 3, 
students  and  faculty  met  in  McManus  Theatre  where 
a panel  of  professors  from  different  disciplines  each 
presented  Thoreau’s  Walden  through  a distinct 
lens.  For  example,  one  of  the  professors  of  the 
English  department  analyzed  the  text  in  terms  of  its 
use  of  language  literary  themes,  whereas  a 
professor  from  the  history  department  studied  the 
overall  context  of  19th-century  America.  This 
diverse  range  of  interpretations  is  the 
true  nature  of  the  Symposium.  The 
microphone  was  then  handed  to  the  students  who 


both  commented  on  and  questioned  the  text. 
Among  the  many  topics  addressed  by  students  was 
the  importance  of  Thoreau’s  Walden  in  today's 
society. 

The  Symposium  culminates  in  a keynote  address. 
This  year's  speaker  was  Dr.  Jeffery  Stout  of 
Princeton  University  whose  presentation  entitled 
“Walking  in  Our  Sleep:  Conformity  and 
Transformation  in  Thoreau's  Walden"  raised 
thought-provoking  questions  concerning  the 
spiritual  journey  of  the  author  in  the  text. 

The  true  delight  of  participating  in  the  Symposium 
is  seeing  the  interaction  between  students  and 
faculty  from  different  disciplines  over  a common 
text.

PROFESSOR  GILRERT 


One  communications  professor  depicts  both  her  newfound  love 
of  teaching  and  her  additional  work  as  a lead  news  anchor

X rofessor  Jennifer  Gilbert  is  not  only  a Loyola 
communications  professor  teaching  Introduction 
to  journalism,  but  she  is  also  a lead  anchor  for 
Baltimore  Y Fox45  evening  and  nighttime  news  and 
winner  of  four  Capital  Region  Emmy  Awards.  Since 
high  school,  Professor  Gilbert  knew  she  wanted  to 
be  a broadcast  journalist.  She  was  inspired  inspired 
to  pursue  a career  in  broadcast  journalism  after 
reading  magazine  articles  about  the  life  and  tragic 
death  of  network  news  anchor,  Jessica  Savage.  The 
performance  aspect  of  being  on  TV  interested  her 

- she  participated  in  theater  during  high  school 

- as  did  the  ability  to  always  be  learning.  “I  really 
saw  being  a journalist  as  a way  to  continue  to  be  a 
student  of  every  subject  imaginable,”  she  said. 

Professor  Gilbert  went  on  to  major  in  journalism  at 
Northwestern  University.  During  her  time  in 
college  she  had  three  valuable  internships,  one  of 
which  led  to  her  first  job  out  of  college  at  WGAL  in 
Lancaster,  PA.  She  gave  30-second  news  updates  at 
the  top  of  every  hour  Friday  and  Saturday  nights 
from  midnight  to  8 a.m.  Through  hard-work  and 
passion  she  was  promoted  at  WGAL  and  eventually 
received  a job  offer  in  Baltimore.  She  has  been 
working  at  Fox  45  for  2f  years  and  just  this  school 
year  began  teaching  for  her  first  time. 

Tier  enthusiasm  for  her  new  job  shines  through  as 
soon  as  she  walks  into  the  classroom.  Whether 
discussing  the  advent  of  television  or  journalism 
ethics.  Professor  Gilbert  is  excited  to  share  what  she 
knows  with  her  students.  “1  never  could  have 
imagined  the  level  of  enrichment  this  teaching 
position  has  brought  to  my  life,”  she  said.  “I  think 
Loyola  is  wonderful.  I enjoy  my  interactions  with 
my  students  and  I enjoy  really  helping,  hopefully, 
in  some  small  way  to  inspire  future  journalists.” 


on  finding  inspiration 

Although  Professor  Gilbert  has  interviewed  many 
public  figures,  such  as  President  Bill  Clinton  and 
Simon  Cowell,  she  says  she  is  drawn  to  “ordinary 
people  doing  the  extraordinary  things.”  She  is 
inspired  and  uplifted  by  the  personal  struggles  or 
generous  acts  of  these  “ordinary”  people  and  wants 
to  share  their  stories.  “It’s  those  moments  that 
you’re  just  so  blown  away  by  and  you  really  feel  like 
you  witnessed  something  special  from  a special 
person,”  she  said. 

on  bestowing  inspiration 

Professor  Gilbert  takes  her  job  teaching  journalism 
very  seriously  and  feels  an  obligation  to  make  sure 
her  students  are  well-prepared  journahsts.  She  says 
there  is  constant  need  for  her  to  update  her  lesson 
plans  and  stay  fresh  depending  on  what  is 
happening  in  the  news  and  what  she  feels  the  class 
should  be  discussing.  “I  want  to  make  sure  we  are 
sending  out  good  journalists  into  the  world,”  she 
said,  “that  it  continues  to  be  aprofession  that  grows 
and  thrives  with  people  who  are  thoughtful  and 
well  trained.”  Professor  Gilbert  loves  both  of  her 
jobs  as  areporter  and  teacher,  and  enjoys  being  able 
to  share  that  with  her  class.  “I’ve  seen  some 
[students]  be  so  inspired  and  change  their  academic 
path  because  of  my  class,  and  that  is  so  humbling 
and  so  rewarding,”  she  shared.  “It’s  beyond 
anything  I ever  could  have  imagined.”

1 2 hours  fighting  against  cancer.  As  a former  chair 
of  the  event  and  a senior  advisor,  I have  been 
involved  with  the  behind-the-scenes  of  Relay  since 
I began  at  Loyola. 

I looked  around  at  our  dedicated  committee  of  over 
a hu  ndred  students  who  met  weekly  throughout  the 
year  to  plan  events  to  celebrate  cancer 
survivors,  remember  loved  ones  lost, 
and  fight  back  against  the  disease.  All 
of  the  committee’s  hard  work  culminated  at  the 
event  on  March  29th  as  we  gathered  with  over  1 ,000 


participants  to  walk  for  a cure,  raising  over 
$187,000. 1 proudly  watched  as  this  year’s  event 
chairs  passed  the  event  over  to  next  year’s  chairs, 
and  I was  so  excited  to  see  the  tradition  of  Relay  at 
Loyola  continue  to  grow.

Having  experienced  a weekend 
immersion  in  Baltimore  through  U.N.I.T.E.,  two 
weeklong  immersions  through  Spring  Break 
Outreach,  and  now  Encounter  El  Salvador,  these 
trips  have  truly  allowed  me  to  experience  and  live 
out  the  values  that  St.  Ignatius  Loyola  first 
mandated. 

When  we  were  in  El  Salvador,  we  didn't  build  houses 
or  serve  food,  but  rather  we  engaged  in  service 
through  ministry  of  presence.  El  Salvador's  history 
is  filled  with  violence  and  injustice  that 
unfortunately,  and  rather  uncomfortably,  the 
United  States  has  played  a large  role  in.  Many  of  the 
Salvadorans  that  we  met  experienced  brutalities 
unlike  anything  that  our  group  could  have  ever 
imagined.  We  heard  stories  of  families  torn  apart, 
and  homes  and  personal  possessions  destroyed 
through  a 12-yearlong  civil  war  that  the  United 
States  helped  to  ftind. 

Although  the  Salvadorans  have  been  wounded, 
they  don't  see  themselves  in  that  way.  They  have 
chosen  not  to  live  with  hatred  in  their  hearts,  but 
have  instead  allowed  their  scars  to  emerge  through 
rebuilding  of  their  communities.  They  welcomed 
us  into  their  homes  with  love  and  opened 
our  eyes  as  Americans  to  the  impacts  that  our 
country  can  have. 

Thank  you,  Andrea  Goicochea,  for  your  many  years 
of  service  at  CCSJ,  and  for  allowing  many 
generations  of  Loyola  students  to  experience  the 
realities  and  love  of  the  people  living  in  both  Mexico 
and  El  Salvador.

X he  men  and  women's  cross  country  teams 
had  a challenging  first  season  competing  in 
the  Patriot  League.  In  Easton,  Pa.,  the  location 
of  the  Patriot  League  Championships,  the 
Greyhounds  faced  some  tough  competition, 
including  Navy  who  took  the  men’s  team  title, 
and  Boston  University  who  captured  the 
women  s team  title.  Both  Loyola  men  and 
women's  teams  took  ninth  place.  Graduate 
student  Kiera  Harrison  became  the  first 
Greyhound  to  medal  in  a Patriot  League 
championship  event,  taking  second  place  at 
this  event.  Sophomore  Patrick  Makles  led  the 
men's  team,  crossing  the  finish  line  in  68th 
place  with  a time  of  27:53. 

At  the  NCAA  Mid-Atlantic  Regional 
championships  in  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  the  women 
finished  20th  while  the  men  claimed  the  26th 
spot.  Harrison,  who  was  named  to  the  Patriot 
League  All-Academic  Team,  tied  her  program 
record  completing  the  race  in  24th  place  with 
a time  of  20:51.  On  the  men's  side,  first  year 
Kevin  Montgomery  was  the  first  Greyhound 
to  finish  and  took  139th  place  out  of  179 
runners  with  a time  of  33:30. 

While  Harrison,  who  became  the 
first-everLoyolaUniversityM  aryland 
cross  country  runner  to  earn  an  at- 
large  bid  to  the  NCAA  Cross  Country 
Championships,  led  the  women’s  team 
this  season,  the  men’s  team  was  led  by  Makles 
as  well  as  a group  of  first  years  including  Chris 
Regan,  Samuel  Ballard,  and  Montgomery. 
Harrison,  who  officially  became  the  first 
Loyola  student-athlete  to  qualify  and  compete 
as  an  individual  at  a NCAA  Division  I 
Championship  event,  completed  her  cross 
country  career  at  the  2013  NCAA 
Championships  iuTerre  Haute,  hid.,  finishing 
l48th  out  of  253  runners.
